from West Virginia, and upon Camp 
Sherman for 3000 men from Ohio. 


Commanders of the National Guard 


divisions are directed to state the 
number of men reauired, to inform 
the commander of the national army 
cantonment on which the call is 
made of the number.of men of spe- 
cial qualifications needed, and the 
dates on which the levies can be re- 
ceived and accommodated at the 
guard camps.

James Dugan, chief inspector of 


the state public utilities commission, 
in conference with Roan, at the same 
time sent a telegram to transporta- 
tion superintendents of all coal car- 
rying railroads in 
Ohio, ordering 


them to supply cars to operators foi 
the Tuesday 
loading of domestic 


shipments. The railroads were noti- 
fied that requisitions for cars for this 
Tuesday loading, although sent by 
operators to the railroads, are in ef- 
fect orders of the state coal clearing 
house, sanctioned by the federal fuel 
administration at Washington. 


The fuel administration at Wash- 


ington had also- assured Ohio 
offi- 


cials in charge of the coal situation 
that operators in Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia would be called on to 
load for Ohio domestic use—emer- 
gency use. 


The Ohio clearance house will not, 


of course, assume authority to order 
once wire dealers in cities near the 
this loading by operators outside 
Ohio, but the celarance house will at 
once wire dealers in cities, near the 
Pennsylvania and 
West 
Virginia 


state lines, asking the names of op- 
erators from whom ther are accus- 
tomed to receive coal shipments for 
Ohio use. 


Names of these 
operators 
then 


will be forwarded to 
Washington 


where orders will be issued for do- 
mestic loading for Ohio use, accord- 
ing to Mr. Roan and Mr. Dugan. 


This arrangement assures that the 


fuel administration at 
Washington 


has adopted into the Ohio plan, pur- 
sued thus far for distribution of Ohio 
coal to meet emergency needs where 
suffering was threatened. 


The fuel administration 
thereby 


gives its official sanction and the 
weight of its authority to the plan 
recommended to Washington by the 
governor through Mr. Roan and Mr. 
Homer Johnson who conferred here 
last week. 


The state coal clearing house to- 


day sent thirty cars of coal to Canton 
to be distributed there at prevailing 
prices. The coal is expected to reach 
there Monday or Tuesday. 


GERMANY ADMITS 


FRIGHTFUL LOSSES 
ON FLANDERS FRONT 


(ASSOCIATED PftESS TCLCCMAMl 


Copenhagen. Oct. 13.—An unmls- 


takeable intimation of great losses 
sustained by the Germans in their 
attempts to stem the British attacks 
is contained in the latest comment 
of Lieut-Gen, von Ardenne. military 
critic of the Tageblatt of Berlin, in 
the Flanders campaign. He refers to 
the German losses at Mars-la-Tour 
and Gravelotte in the Franco-Prus- 
sian war, averaging five-sixths of 
the officers and on-third of the men 
of the guard and Brandenburg reg- 
iments engaged as classic examples 
In German military history of extra- 
ordinary casualties suffered without 
affect ing the morale of the troops. 


The general then says these losses 


often are far exceeded in the pres- 
ent war and that In the third Flan- 
ders battle they have been so great 
us to induce the military authorities 
to abandon the usual rule of not re- 
ferring to them feeling 
that 
the 


sacrifices 
of 
Prince 
Ruprechl's 


troops have been snch as to entitle 
them to extraordinary thanks of the 
fatherland. 


General Ardenne pays a grudging 


and belated tribute to the achieve- 
ments of the British tanks who. ac- 
cording to his verdict, though quick 
victims to the German field artillery 
under good visibility, are able to 
deliver a most effective enfilading 
fire from their machine gnns when- 
ever they are able to approach the 
infantry lines under cover of a cur- 
tain of smoke or gas waves and are 
not to be take* lightly.

CAMP SHERMAN NOTES 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM] 


Camp Sherman, Chillieothe, Ohio, 


Oct. 
13.—It is becoming evident at 


Camp Sherman why the European 
war is sometimes referred to as "the 
lieutenants war." 


Enlargement of companies to the 


French and British strength of 250 
men makes the lieutenant, instead of 
the captain, the "personal leader." 
Under the old American army plan, 
the captain was the personal leader. 
But under the enlarged 
company 


plan, which is being worked out here, 
the captain has 
practically 
relin- 


quished that piace to the lieutenants 
who command the four platoons in- 
to which each company is divided. 


The captain now occupies much the. 


same position as the major occupied 
under the old organization scheme. 


There is an interesting study of 


men at hand in Camp Sherman. Be- 
tween thirty-five and forty thousand 
of them furnished types, nationali- 
ties, personalities and every 
other 


side of life that could be found in 
any collection, and it 
probably is 


more 
varied 
here 
because 
the 


"prime age" is 
represented 
and 


there are men from every conceiva- 
ble class. 


At this particular time, the 
ac- 


tions and characteristics of men who 
are officers and non-commissioned 
officers perhaps is the most notica- 
ble thing to outsiders. 
There are 


officers here who might be classed 
with the "princess" of all time. They 
are jolly good-fellows, hail-fellows- 
well-met and all other kinds of good j 
fellows. 
Tuey abound in the ranks 


of both the commissioned and non- 
commissioned officers. 


Then there are the fellows who 


have been lifted to heights of power 
influence, dignity, haughtiness 
and) 


everything else that is "up there," if 
you would judge by their actions and 
demeanor. They are the type the se- 
lective draft men refer to as- the 
'Quinces of good fellows." They us- 
ually have their eye-brows 
arched 


and an appearance of disdain burst- 
ing from every seam. They want all 
to make way for them, do their bid- 
ding and—they want to run things. 
They have little diplomacy and re- 
specwor others. 


Fortunately for the drafted men, 


such officers are in the minority. 
Most of the officers are real men. 


The old-time county fair way of 


drinking cider through a straw is be- 
coming the popular way of drinking 
coffee at 
Camp Sherman. It 
is 


about the only way the selectives 
can get a good hot cup of Java with- 
out getting their lips burned. 


Cups used at the camp are made 


of aluminum, which is a good con- 
ductor of heat 
Hot coffee makes 


these cups almost hotter than the 
coffee itself. 
So it is either suf- 


fer burned Hps or let the coffee cool. 
Or—as a few selectives have discov- 
ered, use a straw and forget about 
the hot rim of the cup. 


Officers at Camp Sherman are be- 


ginning to look "real English" and 
"real French." They are getting the i 
new "Sam Browns." The Sam Brown' 
is a combination belt and shoulder' 
strap leather arrangement. The belt 
is much like an ordinary one. with 
hooks for sabre and cartridge boxes. 
The shoulder strap is attached at the 
back of the belt, passes up 
and 


across the back over one shoulder 
and then conies across the chest to 
the front of the belt, supporting it. 


Chillieothe has a new police force 


of thirty-six men and six officers. It 
is the provost guard or military po- 
lice force detailed to down-town Chll- 
licothe from Camp Sherman. 
The 


guards are selective service men. 


A similar force of 
soldiers 
has 


been on duty, bnt they were mem- 
bers of the Third 
Regiment,

National Guard, and "outsiders" in 
some respects.

In view of municipal condi- 


tions in this citv the undersigned

have been selected by a large 
body of citizens who have been 
instrumental in bringing about 
the nomination of Elmer W.

cause of the limitation allowed by law. 
We believe the improvement of the water 
and sewer systems is necessary at once. 
We regard the health of our people be- 
yond money and price.

through patriotic motives, believing the 
public good just at this time demands this 
step, and we call upon all citizens, with- 
out distinction, to assist in conserving the 
public welfare.
